possible, especially as regards their 
social institutions, their lawa, and so 
on. This may be very necessary to 
the civilizer, if ho must trade with the 
people concerned, and if, consequent- 
ly, he mst associate with them. 
Grant the tight to trade, compul- 
sorily, with a people ‘that does not 
particalatly want to trade. und you 
must grant these things also. If it 
were merely a question of the civilizer 
saying to the inferior race: ‘You 
must ‘abandon certain of your habits, 
you must adopt certain of ours, or we 
will not trade with you,” there woul 
be no problem. This inferior race 
would or would not fall into line, and 
the superior (the would-be civilizer) 
would or would not continue the 
relations. In practice the position 
is quite differont, and the con- 
sideration of pure justice (fairness) is 
horribly complicated. No one (of the 
white man’s hardon school) pays any 
regard to the object of governing the 
Arabs who @re daid to be unlit to 
govern themselves. If the unfit 
peoples were aggressive, and threaten- 
ing us in any way, the position of 
theso reformers would be atronger. 
But it is otherwise. They discover a 
people unfit to govern und, since they
